We have continued during the past year to carry on, 
a school program which developed each child as an indi- 
vidual both socially and scholastically with particular em- 
phasis being placed on reading. Annual achievement tests 
have been given and recorded to give a picture of each 
child’s scholastic growth. We intend to continue this 
testing program. An increased effort has been made to. 
keep two facts in mind: 1: that each child is an indivi- 
dual and 2. that the only ism to be stressed is American- 
ism.

Pupils of Pierce School participated in an essay con- 
test and two art contests during 1952. The results of these 
contests were most gratifying. Much interest was shown 
by the pupils and we were fortunate in having several 
victorious contestants. Janice Hugron, an 8th grader, 
won the National Grange Award for the best essay on 
soil conservation. Allan Burrows, another ‘8th grader, 
won state recognition. His picture was one of those 
-chosen to be sent to Washington, D. C., as one of the 
best New Hampshire entries on the American Way of 
Life. Isabelle Loomis and Allan Burrows won money 
prizes for the best entries in the cover designing contest 
of the Woman’s Club Year Book 


During the year the children were given opportunities 
to take part in several programs. The entire school pro- 
duced a Minstrel Show in April under the direction of 
Mrs. Isabel Nichols, music teacher. The script was written 
by the students and scenery and costumes were designed 
during art classes. This gave each child an opportunity 
for self expression in several areas. We took part in the 
Memorial program in May and in June came the annual 
graduation. There were 13 pupils in the graduating class. 
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In September, 3 of this group enrolled in Hillsboro High. 
School, 9 enrolled in Pterboro High School and 1 went 
to work. 


The athletic program has been greatly enriched by 
the cooperation of the Recreation Association. In May a 
Little League was organized. This gave each boy in the 
school a chance to play ball during May and June and 
throughout the summer months. We hope the Little 
League will continue to operate as successfully in 1953. 
This fall the Recreation Association has cooperated in 
assisting with Boys’ Sports such as Basketball and is 
planning to line off the Town Hall floor for both boys 
and girls sports. Games for both the boys and girls are 
being played each week. 


The new Social Studies books and the new Ginn Read- 
ing series are excellent. The projector continues to be a 
valuable aid in many classes. Opportunity was provided 
that each child in grades 6 through 8 might witness the 
historic Inauguration on Television. Educational trips 
taken through the year included visits to the Harvard 
Museum, Fine Arts Museum, Science Museum and such 
historic spots as Bunker Hill and Concord Bridge. 


The children have been happy to aid in contribut- 
ing to the Polio Drive and Crippled Children’s Drive and 
the weekly Stamp Day.
